TURNED ON THE GAS. 


How Hellman Murdered His Wife and 
Children. 

Chicago, July 5.—Frederick Hellman, a 
mason contractor, thirty-six years old, last 
night murdered his wife and four children 
“by asphyxiation, and died with them. 

The victims were: Ida Hellman, thirty- 
four years old; Fritz Hellman, twelve 
years old; Ida Hellman, eleven years. old, 
Willie Hellman, eight years oi1, and Hed- 
wig Hellman, four.years old. 

The place of the tragedy was at the Hell- 

man cottage, 601 Cornelia street. The 
house is small, but it was their own, and 
the family was supposed to be living hap- 
pily together. 
. That the murder was deliberately pianned 
by the father of the family during the past 
few weeks seems beyond doubt. Fiver since’ 
Hellman built his house it has been sup- 
plied with gas pipes, but there.has been no 
connection with the gas mains and there 
were no fixtures in -the house. Several 
weeks ago he had his pipes cunnected and 
fixtures put in, the family bedroom only, 
the entire family sleeping in one emall 
room, 

It seems now certain that Hellman had 
the gas put in for the express pur.ose of 
using it in the murder of his family. The 
gas was turned on after ‘he famflly, . 
excepting the husband, had gone (to slcep, 
and none regained conscidusness. The 
body of Hellman showed evileuce cf a 


dows, then turned on the yas and lay aowa 
to die with his family. 

There is only one explanation, and that 
is that Hellman was crazy. Ile is said to 
have been fairly well provided vitn world- 
ly goods and to have had no family cis- 
sensions.- He was naturally of a morose 
disposition, but no one thougnt he would 
commit suicide or murder. He !cft a note 

for his brother, in which he gave instruc- 

tions regarding the dispusition cf his prcp- 
erty. He said that he would twt be living 
when the note was received, but said in it 
nothing of the premeditated death of the 
rest of the family.

Dalton, a member of the famous Dulton 
outlaw gang, which infested the south and 
west a number of years ago, left Knoxville 
tonight in the custody of the sheriff of 
Vernon county, Missouri, where he is 
wanted for horse stealing. Dalton is about 
thirty-five years old and is in the tast 
Stages of consumption. On April “th he 
was in the employ of a farmer in Vernon 
county, from whom he stole a horse and 
rodg it.to Jefferson county, Teaucrsee, in 
thirty-two days. Here he was wanted for 
committing murder fifteen years ago. 
When about to be arrested here he stole 
one of his father’s horses and rode it to 
death, getting to Arkansas. He was dr- 
rested by the Tennessee offi¢ers two 
weeks ago in Kentucky and brought here 
to await the arrival of the Missouri offi- 
cer.

IN TRADE CIRCLES 


More Faitures This Week Than in July's 
First Week in 1894. 


WAGE RESTORATIONS. CONTINUE 


It Is Estimated Thatsat Least 1,000,- 
* 000 Are Benefitted. 


WOOL AND IRON PRICES IMPROVED 


A Stiff Advance in Iron Which Has Caught 
Mills wits Orders Ahead—Semi-An- 
nual Dividends Being Paid Ont. 


‘New York, July 5.—Bradstreet’s tomorrow 
will say: : 


“There are 197 business failures report-. 


ed throughout the United States this week, 
as compared with 215 last week, 164 in the 
first weck of July, 1894, 319 in 1893 and 152 
in the like week of 1892. 

“Total business failures in the Dominion 
of Canada number 2 this week against 
2 last week, 9 in the week one year ago 
and 26 two years ago. 

“Notwithstanding the week is broken 
by a holiday, favorable trade conditions 
heretofore reported continue to exercise 
@ pronounced influence, prominently gen- 
eral advances in prices and in prices of 
Staples and in wages of industrial em- 
ployes. The extent of the voluntary ad- 
vances in wages reported within a month 
or two has outgrown the resources ot 
voluntary statistical bureaus which have 
endeavored to keep track of the latest ad- 
vices, being that more than one million 
industrial werkers have received an ad- 
vance averaging about 10 per cent. 

“The upward tendency ef prices, while 
not as marked as a@ month ago, is still 
Striking, because af additional advancés; 
those of lumber, tin plate and print cloths 
being new. Cotton goods are firm general- 
ly on the late advance in raw cotton; al- 
though some varieties are quiet at this, 
the mid-summer season. Fancy prints 
are active for fail delivery. Wool, which 
was late in starting in the race for higher 
Quotations, is quoted at another advance 
for South American and Australian varie- 
ties. Prices at London sales are up 10 
or 1) points, which, having been more than 
discounted here, induces the trade to an- 
ticipate react.on unless London quotations 
advance further. Cotton also is higher 
as is leather, following which we have a 
repetition of the announcement made each 
week for more than a month that quota- 
tions for pig iron and steel billets have 
advanced. ‘To this must be added a similar 
statemeht in respect to bar iron. r 

“Among the list of staples for which 
prices ate lower are flour, wheat, corn and 
oats, in all instances the outcome of re- 
ports of improved crop conditions. Pork 
and lard are also lower, as are potatoes and 
butter. 

“No material tmhprovement is reported 
from the south, rains continuing to be 
damaging to agricultural interests and to 
check business in Téxas, while at the 
south Atlantic and gulf state cities the 
quiet movement of staple goods and fair 
or unsatisfactory collections of the past 
month or two continue. But advices. from 
nearly all cities reported “appear to agree 
that wholesale dealers in fhearly all lines 
are greatly encouraged as to the outlook 
for business during autumn, believing that 
the demand will be greatly stimulated by 
the very general, and, as it is now believ- 
ed, permanent improvement in prices.” 

Dun & Co.’s Review. 

R. G. Dun & Co., in their weekly review 
of trade tomorrow, wil]. say: 

“There were 6,667 commercial failures in 
the first half of 1895 against 7,039 in the 
first half of 1894, and 6,401 in the first half 
of 1893. These commercial failures in- 
volved liabilities of $88,859,944 this year, 
against $101,739,306 last year, and $168,364,444 
in 1893. 

“The. details show a decrease in every 
class of failures*m the second, compared 
with the first half of 1295, bdth in the num- 
ber and magnitude, the defaulting liabil- 
ities averaging $34 against $40 for every 
firm in business, and $3.04 against.$4.03 for 
every $1,000 solvent payments. 

“The mid-summer reports from all com- 
mercial centers are of especial interest, 
covering the questions on which the future 
business Wepends. They indicate distinct- 
ly better crop prospects than other official 
or commercia}] accounts, a marked increase 
in retail distribution of products, an ac- 
tive demand. for goods, and a general en- 
largement of the working force, with some 
advance in the wages of more “than ha&if 
a million hands. At the same time they 
show that the rapid advance in prices has 
somewhat checked buying of a few classes 
of products. In every part of the country 
the outiook for fall trade is considered 
bright. 

“Nothing disturbs the money market, 
the government begins the new fiscal year 
with more than the required gold reserve, 


| and the disbursement of nearly $80,000,000 


by corporations in interest and dividends 
will stimulate business in gnany branches. 

“The advance in iron continues and the 
Thomas company has raised anthracite 
No. 1 another $1 per ton. Comparison of 
prices for various iron products show an 
advance ranging from 72.2 per cent since 
February for wire nails to 7.1 per cent for 
anthracite pig and in all kinds averag- 
wz per cent. The demand and rise 
have come so suddenly that, even while 
the first order for shipment of steel billets 
to Europe given some time ago, when 
prices were dow, is being announced, the 
price here has advanced from $17, in April, 
to $22.25, or about 31 per cent.’’.

Routine of the Meeting. 

Last night’s meeting was caligd for 8 
o’clock and promptly at that hour the hall 
was fairly well filled with the friends of 
silver, numbering some of the leading citi- 
zens of Atlapta. 

It was a few minutes after 8 o’clock that 
the meeting was called to order, and by 
this time every seat in the Chamber of Com- 
merce was taken. 

Mr. Clark Howell arose and in a brief talk 
stated the purposes of the meeting. -He 
stated that the convention had been cajled 
in a simple and informal manner; that there 
had been no regularly organized movement 
in this direction, but that it was intended to 
bring representative silver men of Fulton 
county together for the purposé of selecting 
delegates to the state silvey convention to 
be held in Griffin July 18th. He declared 
that it was something more than encourag- 
ing to see so many enthusiastic workers 
for the cause of silver present and bespoke 
a successful business meeting. Closing his 
remarks Mr. Howell movéd that Mr. John 
‘C, Whitner be elected chairman of the meet- 
ing and that Mr. John Holleman be made 
secretary. 

This motion wag carried and Mr. Whit- 
ner called the meeting to order. 

Mr. Whitner’s Speech. 

In doing so Mr. Whitner made a very 
catchy speech which abounded in forceful 
declarations of his faith in the cduse of 
silver. 

“Il have never had much to do with poli- 
tics in my life,” said Mr. Whitner, “and 
have seldom attended political meetings of 
any kind, but this was one meeting which, 
although informally called, I could not stay 
away from. I asked somebody today who 
had called the meeting and my reply was 
‘no matter if only one man in this world 
called it, that’s enough to take you there.’ 

“I came because of niy intense interest in 
the question,’’ he resumed. “I believe that 
this country is in peril if something can't be 
done and done quickly for the restoration 
of silver as a standard money metal for this 
republic. I believe there is much for us to 
do. I believe from the appearance of this 
meeting that we have not met in to- 
night, and that we can start the ball rolling 
here that will roll em ang do good for. the 
cause of the people of this country.” ~

the Griffin convention ané@ to map out the 
business before the meeting. 

This was carried and the following commit- 
teo was appointed: Captain Howell, Mr. J. 
H. Goldsmith, Captain W. M. Bray, Mr. H. 
L. Johnson, Mr. D. N. Sanders, Colonel 
Robert L. Rodgers, Colonel A. J. McBride, 
Mr, R. A. Broyles and Mr. James O'Neill. 

These retired to the side room and began 
their work, In the meantime an adjourn- 
ment or recess was taken. 

The Committee Reports. 

It was five or ten minutes before the com- 
mittee appeared again in the hall. Captain 
Howell, as chairman, made report that 
nothing had been done except to name the 
delegates that are to go to Griffin to the 
convention of bimetallists, July 18th, and 
called upon the secretary to read the names 
suggested. 

The names as mentioned above were read 
except those of the committee itself, which 
were afterwards added upon the motion of 
Mr. James Austin, the well-known attorney. 

The committee’s report was received with 
enthyiriastic applause. . 

It was adopted without a single dissenting 
voice and the main business of the meeting 
was thus easily disposed of by the friends 
of bimetalilism. ‘ 


Enthusiastic Speeches Made. 


Somebody suggested as this was the only 
maiter of business to be transacted that 
there be several speeches. The idea took, 
and there were immediate calls for. Hon. 
James O’Neill, the well-known member of 
the Georgia legislature from Fulton. 

Just at this time it was noticed that sev- 
eral other well-known Georgians from a dis- 
tance had entered the hall, Hon. Hal Lewis, 
of Greene; Hon. Hut Jenkins, chairman 
of the general judiciary committee of the 
house of representatives of the state leg-

islature, and Hon. Joe Turner, principal * 


keeper of the state penitentiary. They were 
applauded as they appeared and walked 
across the hall to find seats. 

The calls for Hon. James O’Neill' were re- 
pewed and he arose and said that he did not 
think, that this was the time to talk. ‘“‘We 
have met here simply for the purpose of se- 
lecting delegates to the Griffin convention,” 
said he, “and I will not talk now. I want 
to say, however, -that I am fully in spirit 
with this movement an@ believe we can do 
much for the cause we believe in by having 
this large delegation at Griffin. The Griffin 
convention will be heard from and then 
will be time enough to talk.’’* 

Captain Howell Talks. 

There were repeated calls for Captain E, 
P. Howell, who spoke entsusiastically along 
the line of the meeting. 

“It isn’t worth while to lose any powder 
here. Let’s wait pntil we aré going into 
the: battle,’’ said he as he arose. “But the 
quicker we get together and geteinto the 
fight the beiter. (Applause.) The goldbugs 
are threatening us every day. They are 
making threats that unless we cease agitat- 
ing this issue we shall have no’ méney at 
all. Why, f had a letter from some of them 
the other day saying unless we quit agitat- 
ing the silver question in the south the ex. 
position would be seriously damaged, 

“I don’t see what they are kicking about 
—whagground they have to kick, so long as 
they say there’s nothing in our claims. 
Somehow we seem to be hurting 
them. But we are not after them. 
only after settling the question that means 
the salvation of the people of this country 
from the grasp of the money power. 
That’s all. We are like the little boy when 
his mamma told him to quit pulling the 
cat’s, tail. We-ain’t pulling—we are simply. 
holding the tail and they’re doing the 
pulling. (Laughter and applause.) Oh, gon- 
tlgmenk, it hurts them. 

‘Now I have been studying the condi- 
tion of the people of this country about 
fifty-five years and I want to say that [ 
have never seen the people suffering as I 
now observe them. The past few years 
haVe seen women and children working in 
the fields l:ke mere sleves for a living. I 
have seen mechanics who had to sell their 
tocls. for bread and meat for their families. 
And yet we have more cotton, more corn, 
more iron, more minerals—everything is 
pientiful except work by which konest men 
can make a living. 

“The cause is plain to see. The legis- 
lative powers; have put the hoarded money 
where it can earn more than the scattered 


money-—than the labor of the lend. Here’s 


an illustration: Suppose some legislative 
power would sey to the butchers of At- 
lanta, you shall net sell beef nor pork. 
You shall sell only mutton, Why, don’t you 
know that within a few days mutton would 
get so high that nobody could buy it ex- 
cept the rich and the laborers would go to 
starvation for the lack of somethi@g to 
sustain them. Well, it’s the same way with 
gold. It is the same way with taking 
gold as the single money standard and 


| throwing silver to the winds as an out-

Great applause followed Captain Howell's 
speech. 

; Mr. Hal Johnson Speaks. 

Mr. Hal Johnson was called on and made 
a great hit with his account of how he 
became a silver man. He said he had been 
‘a regent convert and that his conversion 
was due to the inconsistencies of Mr. Car- 
lisle. He traced the various stands Mr. 
Carlisle has taken on the silver question. 
He said that he was one time one thing 
and another time entirely different. 

He traced the history of gold and silver 
legislation in this country and showed 
that the people of the United States were 
far more prosperous in the days when 
silver was on a footing with gold than 
they have been at any time since. 

The speech was full of sound thought and 
logical conclusion and Mr. Johnson was 
loudly cheered by the crowds present from 
time to time. 

Mr..James Austin was called on, but de- 
clared that he was sick and‘ had been told 
by his doctor not toe get excited. He said 
that he always did get excited when he dis- 
cussed the silver question, and for this 
reason begged to be excused, which was 
done regretfully by the crowds, who laugh- 
ed at the point of his humor.

The Howard Bank at Cartersville Has 


Suspended Again. 


LIABILITIES SAID TO BE §27,000 


Mr. Howard Says That He Can Pay the De- 
positore Dollar for Dollar—Thinks 
He Will Quit tor Good. 


Cartersville, Ga., July 5.—(Special.)—The 
Howard bank, of this city, closed its doors 
and Mr. W. H. Howard, the owner, fs de- 
voting himself to the settling up of its af- 
fairs, The doors were closed at 2:30'o'clock 
Saturday evening, but remarkable as it may 
seem, there was no excitement occasioned, 
which is due to the confidence the depositors 
and the people have in Mr, Howard. 

ahe cause of the suspension was a small 
run while ready funds were not at hand on 
account of slow collections. 

Among the depositors were many of the 
most prominent business men and also @ 
number of large farmers who had their 
money in the bank to run cropping opera- 
tions, and although these were inconve- 
nienced for the time by the suspension, no 
word expressing either uneasiness or dis- 
satisfaction was uttered. The few who 
questioned Mr. Howard as to the status of 
affairs were assured that though forced to 
suspend he was able and would pay all de- 
positors dollar for dollar. 

To The Constitution’s correspondent Mr. 
Howard said this morning that he was de- 
voting his whole time to straightening out 
the accounts vf the bank with a view to 
paying the depositors as fast as he could. 

To the question “What are the liabilities 
and the assets of the bank?’’ Mr. Howard 
said the liabilities figured out about $27,000. 
The assets he was not prepared to accuraie- 
ly state, as he was not through summing 
them up, but they were surely ample and 
more than ample to pay all liahilities. Since 
Monday morning he has paid up more than 
an eighth of all amounts due. He says 


“everybody will be paid up, and that soon. 


“What caused the suspension?’ 

“It was just my inability to say ‘No’ to 
a friend.” 

To those who know Mr. Howard's busi- 
ness career these words were significant. 
The bank has closed twice before this, once 
in 1886, when run by J. J. Howard & Son. 
Mr. W. H. Howard, who was then the jun- 
ior partner of the bank, sacrificed all his 
individual property and paid all depositors 
their money, dollar for dollar, and in 4 
surprisingly short time. He resumed busi- 
ness in a few months after suspension with 
the full confidence of all former patrons 
and the people. He was always accommo- 
dating—too much so, and while extending 
accommodations he failed to protect his own 
interests. Two years ago he ran short of 
ready cash and e¢losed his doors again. 
His depositors at once called a meeting and 
unanimously resolved to not check on their 
accounts for six months. This was a thing 
unprecedented in the history of the town 
and enabled Mr. Howard to go on and 
saved the town the hurtful effects of 4 
final suspension of the bank. If Mr. Howard 
had been less accommodating to those need- 
ing loans since that time the chances are 
his bank would still be running. 

‘“T am ready to make public the announce- 
ment that I have made up my mind that 
I will not resume the banking business,”’ 
said Mr. Howard to The Constitution’s cor- 
respondent. 

Mr. Howard has been urged to straighten 
out his affairs and resume his banking bus- 
iness, being assured of the confidence of the 
people, but he affirms now he will not do 
sO. 

His retirement would leave only one bank, 
the First National, running in the city.

Within five days after assuming charge 
and control of the Chattanooga franchise 
“jn the Southern Association of Baseball 
Clubs Mr. L. PD. Drewry and Mr. Charles 
Reif walked into President Nicklin’s office 
and surrendered to the association the 
club. 

But the action of Messrs. Drewry and 
. Reif, while a great surprise to those who 
were at the meeting in the Reed house last 
Sunday, when they were given that corner 
of the association, will not in the least 
affect the association. 

The national game will go on to the end 
of the season as scheduled, maybe with 
Chattanooga as a stopping point and maybe 
with some other city in her place. 

Anyhow the association will go just the 
Same and there will not be a meeting of 
the league magnates to determine where 
the franchise of the defunct Tennessee 
town is exercised. That much has been 
definitely determined by those who are in 
position to control the entire association 
and who are anxious for the season to be 
played through without the loss of a game. 
They are the people who have their money 
invested in the towns that are paying and 
they have directed President Nicklin to 
hold the Chattanooga team together and 
play it as scheduled at the expense of the 
association. There are two ways in which 
the expenses of the team can be borne and 
both of these will be brought into play if 
it becomes necessary, President Nicklin and 
his board of advisers determining that ques- 


» tion. 


As president of the association Mr. Nick- 
lin has in hand two funds, one the guar- 
tee fund and the other the sinking fund, 
The guarantee fund is quite « nice little 
sum and is made up of the money each 
of the eight clubs put up before the season 
opened to play through. Chattanooga, like 
the other cities in the association, put her 
part in the treasury and it is there now, 
the property of the other seven clubs. Then 
there is the sinking’ fund which was made 
up by a levy on every club for every 
game played since the season apened. This 
fund has been touched .of¢e befere for 
Chattanooga and also as a prop for Mem- 
phis for a few days, but in the two there 
is enough money to carry the team through 
the season and leave the eight clubs in- 
tact, and this is what the directors of the 
association have practically instructed 
President Nicklin to do. 

But before that fund is touched an as- 
sessment will be made every day upon the 
teams playing to carry the Chattanooga 
team along. Of course, the amount of 
money taken in at any game in which the 
*"Noogans participate will find its way into 
the hands of the president, who will see 
that the players of the team are paid and 
cared for. Then any deficiency that there 
may be will be made up from the money 
in the treasury. 

Luckily; however, there are several 
chances for neither of these plays to be 
made. Three towns are after the fran- 
chise, and either one of the three would 
be able to do something toward helping 
along the pay roll if not able to carry it 
wholly. Macon wants it and so does Mo- 
bile, while there are good chances to find 
@ home for the team in Knoxville. Mobile 
is certainly able to carry the team without 
asking help from the association, and the 
indications are that Macon is ripe for the 
game once more and that the fans of that 
city will put up enough to carry it the 
two months the association yet has to run. 

So it will be seen that there are more 
Ways than one to carry on the team with- 
out a dollar from the people of Chatta- 
nooga. 

The Chattanooga fall down was a surprise 
to those who were in the meeting in 
Chattanooga Sunday. At that meeting it 
was apparent to all that the Chattanooga 
and the Evansville franchises were in 
doubtful hands financially, and among 
some of the members of the association 
there was an idea of cutting down the 
membership to siw clubs, selecting the best 
six to go through the season, but when Mr, 
Clark, of Evansville, asked for the transfer 
of the franchise to the company he repre- 
sented, which was composed of wealthy 
men of the Indiana city, it was found al- 
most impossible to refuse the grant had 
any one wished to do so. Then when Mr, 
Drewry and Mr. Reif, of Chattanooga, step- 
ped in and requested to became the own- 
ers of the Chattanooga franchise the situa- 
tion looked quite bright.

salary list of the team was. Mr. Bickart 
at once put Mr. Winter and President Nick- 
lin to talking over the wire and the result 
is hopeful there. 

Later in the day Mobile put in another bid 
for the Chattanooga franchise through At- 
lanta friends, while Knoxville made some 
inquiries, 

Not long after that firat telegram Presi- 
dent Nicklin wired the Atlanta club as 
follows; 

‘A gentleman has given me a check to 
meet any shortage and also to pay salaries 
up to July lith, J. B, NICKLIN.” 

The Constitution's correspondent in Chat- 
tanooga, after investigating the matter on 
the grounds, wired: 

“Chattanooga, Tenn,, July 5.—(Special.)— 
L. D. Drewry and Charles Reif, who, since 
the recent unancial trouble of the Chatta- 
nooga team, have been backing the club, to- 
day gave up the franchise to President 
Nicklin, 

“Mr. Drewry gave his check to guarantee 
the players’ salarieg until July l1ith and 
Chattanooga will remain in the league at 
least until that time unless arrangements to 
keep the club here are made in the mean- 
time.

The Board of Aldermen Meet and Dispose 
of Lots of Work. 


STREET COMMITTEE DID NOT MEET 


It Will Come Together Next Thursdsy 
fer the Purpose of Disposing of the 
Murphy Avenue Matter. 


Quite a number of taxpayers were in 
a city hall when the board of aldermen 
convened yesterday afternoon. , 

Some were there simply to see what was 
to be done, while others wéré present’ for 
the purpose of advocating or opposing 


_ some of the questions that would be raised 


during the meeting. 

But if any one had an idea that the ses- 
sion was to be a warm one or in any way 
productive of sensational features he was 
doomed to disappointment. The meeting 
was chook full of business, and it was done 
quickly and quietly, with hardly a dis- 
cussion among the members on any but 
one of the questions, that, of exempting 
from taxation cértain manufactories with- 
in the city.limits. 

The clerk took from his table the report 
of the tax committee granting the Wood- 
ward Lumber Company an exemption from 
taxation by the city for a term of ten 
years, the machinery and the buildings 
only intended. The petition as written 
asked for an exemption from taxation for 
everything for a term of twenty years, 
but when it fell into the hands of the 
tax committee Mr. Bell, the chairman, and 
his associates, were of the opinion that it 
was a questionable grant to make, but 
Suggested in their report that the exemp- 
t asked for be granted for a term of 
five years, it being,understood that it ap- 
plied only to the machinery and the build- 
ing in which it was located, and not to all 
of the real estate and property of the com- 
pany. 

Mr. Howell said that he wanted to foster 
all enterprises that would come to Atlan- 
ta and he believed in exempting them from 
taxation if it could be done. He did not 
think, hawever, that the time should be 
made too long or the schedule of property 
exempted too wide. He was of the same 
opinion he had expressed in touncil, that 
the exemption should be for fiv years and 
that it should cover the machinery and 
the buildings. 

Mr. Harralson was anxious to do all 
that could be done for the advancement of 
the city in any way. 

Mr. Rroyles thought the question a very 
delicate one, to handle, as it might injure 
the income of the city materially. He was 
in favor of anything that would help along 
Atlanta. 

The board then concurred in the action 
af the council granting the exemption for 
the term of five years as stipulated in the 
report of the tax committee,

A telegram to that effect. was réceived in 
Atlanta from Smith day before yesterday, 
addressed to his brother, Mr. J. P. Smith, 
the grocer, who called on the Moody Loan 
and Bankjng Company to ascertain if a 
settlement of Smith's indebtedness to them 
would save him from prosecution for em- 
bezzlement. Mr. Moody said yesterday af- 
ternoon that he had informed Mr. Smith 
that all his firm wanted was a settlement of 
John Smith’s indebtedness to his firm and 
that if one was made the Moddy Loan and 
Banking Company would not take further 
steps in the matter of prosecuting the miss- 
ing broker. ' 

It was also said that the other creditors 
of Smith in the city agreed toethe same 
proposition and there is a possibility that 
the’ broker may retufri.and face his credi-

Atlanta ‘Constitution makes_no bones 
in giving this as the straight doctrine of 
the cause it represents. It even goes far- 
ther, for it berates the free coinage press 
in general for holdingéout a hope so delu- 
sive. Its voice is raised unequivocally for 
independent action on the part of the gov- 
ernment of. the United States looking to 
coinage of siWer at the Fatio of 16 to 1. It 
has cellécted a‘deal of infermation from 
the- opinions of English, German, French 
and Italian statesmen.to prove that there 
is little or nothing in the reports which are 
used here to encourage the-.idea of inter- 
national agreement. Particular stress is 
laid on the improbability of Great Britain 
ever deviating from the gold standard, 
even to the extent of considering the ad- 
visability of going into council with other 
natigns upon the subject. 

The Atlanta Constitution evidently has 
nothing to conceal in the position it takes. 
It is a newspaper beyond suspicion as a 
hireling advocate of free coinage, and 
therefore* ought to be listened to with re- 
spect and interest by the country in what- 
ever it may have to say insupport of its 
monetary theory. We imagine its frank- 
ness in the matter of international agree- 
‘ment will disturb the avaricious dreams 
of that section of the free coinage press 
which is controlled by different motives.

But before we begin to discuss the pur- 
port of a convention not yet held, let us 
inquire of this delegate to the goldbug 
convention held in Memphis if that affair 
was held in the interest of the democrat- 
ic party.

China and the Missionaries. 

Reports continue to reach this country 
to the effect that the Christian missiona- 
ries in China are undergoing a cruel per- 
secution. ® 

It is said that anti-missionary riots 
have recently occurred in the Sechuan, 
Yunan and Kweichau provinces. The 
foreigners in the disturbed districts can- 
not conununicate with the outside world, 


and it is feared that they are in great - 


danger. Diplomatic. representatives in 
Peking claim to have direct proof that 
the trouble is incited by the viceroy at 
Chengtu, who is the declared enemy of 
the Christians. He has endeavored to 
exclude them from his territory and has 
oppressed them for the past nine years. 
A short time ago he was superseded, 
and he signalized his retirement by strik- 
ing a deadly blow at the institutions 
which he hates so intensely. He issued 
printed proclamations encouraging his 
subordinates to attack the missionaries, 
and the highest authorities of the em- 
pire are aware of his conduct. Late in 
May a Canadian Methodist mission and 
an American Methodist mission were 
destroyed by mobs. Then, two English 
missions and a French mission were 
wrecked, and about $5,000,000 worth of 
property was destroyed. 

Many of the inmates of these institu- 
tions were women, and great anxiety 
is felt concerning their fate. The con- 
suls at Shanghai find it difficult to get 
news, but they have learned that a num- 
ber of Catholic converts were killeé and 
a French bishop was wounded. The sur- 
viving missionaries are confined in the 
viceroy’s offices for their better protec- 
tion. 

An appeal has been made by some of 
the American missionaries to our: gov- 
ernment for protection, but our bad 
faith with China and our unjust exclu- 
sion of the Chinese from this country 
make it hard for us to interfere suc- 
cessfully. If the Chinese decide to ban- 
ish our missionaries and all Americans 
we are powerless to do anything. If 
we expect fair treatment and protection 
in China wé should negotiate a new 
treaty under which the Chinese who 
come to this country will be treated as 
justly as inynigrants from other coun- 
tries.

A Voice from South Garolina: 

Ex-Senator M. C. Butler, of South 
Carolina, has written a strong letter in 
favor of the free coinage of silver to 
Hon. Albert T. McNeal, of Bolivar, Tenn. 
Senator Butler had received the Harde- 
man county resolutions (to which The 
Constitution has already alluded), and 
he says:

Tt is amazing to me 
how patriotic men can ‘fail tg recog- 
nize where our trouble lies. After a care- 
ful study of the silver question for fifteen 
years, after ltstening to and reading all 
the debates in congress during that period 
of time, I am as thoroughly convinced as 
I have ever been in my’ life on any propo- 
sition that the free and unlimite® coinage 
of silver at the preBent ratio uf 16 to 1 by 
this goverriment, and the repeal of the 10 
per cent tax on state bank circulation 
would give us immediate and prompt finan- 
cial relief. The arguments in favor of 


. these two propositions cannot and have 


not been’ succes&fully answered. .Denunci- 
ation and epithets do not constitute argu- 
ment in an enlightened country, and yet 
we live in this boasted age of enlightened 
progress and civilization to hear the advo- 
cates of these measures denounced as “re- 
‘pudiationists’” and “propagandists” of dis- 
honest, cheap money, etc. It is the first 
time in the history of the world that silver 
coin has been branded as dishonest. As 
your resolutions suggest, gold and silver 
coin are the coins for the ultimate redemp- 
tion of paper issues. They are and have 
always been used for that purpose, and, 
comparatively speaking, for no other, until 
modern financial wiseacres decided that 
gold alone is suitable for such a function. 
If all the paper currency now in circula- 
tion should be presented for redemption in 
gold, two-thirds of the holders would be 
turned away with their notes dishonored. 
This government, with its seventy millions 
of population and vast undeveloped re- 
sources, could with safety and advantage 
enter alone upon the unlimited coinage of 
silver at our present ratio, Other commer- 
cial countries would soon adapt themselves 
to our policy in the mater of exchanges. 

These are strong words, but they are 
not too strong. Wherever there is tombe 
found an advocate of the British gold 
standard one of two conclusions may be 
drawn. He is either selfishly interested 
‘in increasing the purchasing power of 
money at the expense of the toilers who 
produce the wealth of the country, or 
he is a man profoundly ignorant of the 
money question. No intelligent and im- 
partial man can study the money ques- 
tion and continue to oppose the restora- 
tion of silver. 

Senagor Butler says he would shoulder 
his musket to protect the rights of per- 
son and property of rich men as readily 
as he would to protect the rights of the 
humblest man. But he declares that 
our government has no right in law or 
morals to so frame its laws and fix its 
policy as to afford to the rich advantages 
over those who are not rich. This, he 
thinks, we are«doing when we make 
conimon cause with monarchial govern- 
ments of the old world in outlawing sil- 
ver and putting the official brand of 
condemnation of our government 


upon it.

Then, two English 
missions and a French mission wefe 
wrecked, and about $5,000,000 worth of 
property was destroyed.

The con- 
suls at Shanghai find it difficult to get 
news, but they have learned that a num- 
ber of Catholic converts were killed and 
a French bishop was wounded. The sur- 
viving missionaries are confined in the 
yiceroy’s offices for their better protec- 
tion. 

An appeal has been made by some of 
the American missionaries to our: gov- 
ernment for protection, but our bad 
faith with China and our unjust exclu- 
sion of the Chinese from this country 
make it hard for us to interfere suc- 
cessfully. If the Chinese decide to ban- 
ish our missionaries and all Americans 
we are powerless to do anything. If 
we expect fair treatment and protection 
in China wé should negotiate a new 
treaty under which the Chinese who 
come to this country will be treated as 
justly as inunigrants from other coun- 
tries.

After a care- 
ful study of the silver question for fifteen 
years, after itstening to and reading all 
the debates in congress during that period 
of time, I am as thoroughly convinced as 
I have ever been in my life on any propo- 
sition that the free and unlimite® coinage 
of silver at the present ratio uf 16 to 1 by 
this goverfiment, and the repeal of the 10 
per cent tax on state bank circulation 
would give us immediate and prompt finan- 
cial relief. The arguments in favor of 


_ these two propositions cannot and have 


not been’ succes&fully answered. .Denunci- 
ation and epithets do not constitute argu- 
ment in an enlightened country, and yet 
we live in this boasted age of enlightened 
progress and civilization to hear the advyo- 
cates of these measures denounced as “re- 
‘pudiationists’’ and “propagandists” of dis- 
honest, cheap money, etc. It is the first 
time in the history of the world that silver 
coin has been branded ae dishonest. As 
your resolutions suggest, gold and silver 
coin are the coins for the ultimate redemp- 
tion of paper issues. They are and have 
always been used for that purpose, and, 
comparatively speaking, for no other, until 
modern financial wiseacres decided that 
gold alone is suitable for such a function. 
If all the paper currency now in circula- 
tion should be presented for redemption in 
gold, two-thirds of the holders would be 
turned away with their notes dishonored. 
This government, with its seventy millions 
of population and vast undeveloped re- 
sources, could with safety and advantage 
enter alone upon the unlimited coinage of 
silver at our present ratio. Other commer- 
cial countries would soon adapt themselves 
to our policy in the mater of exchanges. 

These are Ssrong words, but they are 
not too strong.

This move on the pagyt of those opposed 
to Commissioner Venale was in the nature 
of a surprise to the fofends of Mr. Venabie, 
as it was generally sipposed that the mat- 
ter had becn dropped, but it is now said 
that there will bg every effort made to 
oust him from thé office he holds on the 
police commissioa and that some one has 
glready Wyen slated to succeed him. 

The grefinds “upon which the petition is 
based are that Commissioner Venable ‘is a 
state senator and that in accepting the 
election of the people to an office in the 
general assembly he voluntarily vacated 
the office of police commissioner, and since 
the day he took the oath of office as state 
ger.ator the position he now claims as police 
ecmmissioner was vacated and has since 
been vacant and has not been legally 
filled, 

The move on the part of Captain Broth- 
erton is the outgrowth of a disagreement 
among the police commissioners. There was 
an all-night session upon one occasion ang 
several deadlocks. It was three or four 
days before a chairman could elected, Cap- 
tain Jim English being defeated. 

Scme months ago the city attorney was 
called upon to prepare an opinion in the 
case. His opinion was never read. It was 
generally understood, however, that the 
city attorney held that Commissioner Ven- 
able was not eligible because of his having 
made contracts with the city in paving 
matters and this is against the city reg- 
ulations. 

How the Petition Sounds. 

Judge W. R. Hammond, acting attorney 
for Captain W. H. Brotherton, went be- 
fore Judge Lumpkin on Thursday, July 
éth, and presented the papers, Judge Lump- 
kin read the petition and decided that 
he was disqualified and signed the following 
order: 

“I hold that I am disqualified.”’ 

On yesterday morning Judge Hammond 
went before Judge Richard Clark and Judge 
Clark signed the crder, setting the hearing 
before him on July 12th. 

The petition reads as follows: 

‘l. The petition of William H. Brother- 
ton showeth that William H. Venable, of 
the county of Fulton, was elected to the 
office of police commissioner of the city 
of Atlanta on the first Monday in. March, 
1893, by the mayor and general council of 
Atlanta, and thereupon, after taking the 
cath of office as prescribed by law, en- 
tered upon the discharge of his duties of 
office as such police commissioner and has 
continued ever since that time to claim the 
right to exercise the duties and to perform 
the functions of said office @ed is now 
claiming the right to the same. 

“2. After said W. H. Venable was so elect- 
ed to said office, at the next general elec- 
tion for members of the general assembly 
ef Georgia he was elected to the office of 
@ member of the senate of the state of 
Georgia from the thirty-fifth senatorial 
district of said state and upon the meet- 
irg of the general assembly he entered 
on the duties of that office after taking 

- the eath of office and is still a member 
thereof and claiming all the privileges and 
emoluments thereof. 

“3 Both of said offices are offices of trust 
and profit under the state of Georgia, and 
said Venable, by the acceptance of the of- 
fice of member of the general assembly 
as aforesaid, resigned his said oilice of 
police commissioner and the said office then 
and there became vacant and is now va- 
cant. 

“4 Your petitioner is a citizen of the 
state of Georgia and the city of Atlanta 
and is a@ member of the said board of 
police commissioners ani is therefore in- 
terested in said office. 

“5 Wherefore, your petitioner prays that 
the state’s most gracious writ of qou war- 
ranto do issue, requiring the said W. H. 
Venable to show by what authority he 
claims to exercise the functions and duties 
of said office of police commissioner of the 
city of Atlanta and to hold said office.

HE SUCCEEDS .COLONEL CHAPMAN 


A Meeting with the Deputies Has Been 
Arranged—Colone! Chapman Goes 
to St. Louis. 


The new internal revenue agent, who 
succeeds Colonel W. H. Chapman, is ex- 
pected to reach the city this afternoon. 

A telegram wae received from Revenue 
Agent Pitts to this effect yesterday after- 
noon. The message was wired to Colonel 
Chapman from Roanoke, Va. That is the 
point from which the new. revenue agent 
has been transferred by the authorities at 
Washington. 

If the reputation of the new official is 
any index of the manner in which the du- 
ties of the office will be discharged the 
people of Atlanta; and especially those 
whose business will bring them in touch 


congratulation. 

The fact that Mr. Pitts is a Virginian 
and comes directly from that state, is 
much in the way of a recommendation. 
The government has dealt kindly with the 
district in sending a Virginian to Atlanta 
to succeed a Virginian, for Calonel Chap- 
man is himself a native of that state and 
proved a daring and dashing officer during 
the late war. 

Mr. Pitts is represented by those who 
have seen him as a large, massively built 
and handsome gentleman, with a supply of 
reserve strength equy to any emergency 
that his new duties may thrust upon him. 
He has been connected with the revenue 
service for several years aid his efficient 
work in that department has clearly 
demonstrated his fitness to succeed Colonel 
Chapman. 

His duties in Atlanta will be extremely 
dificult. “He will have supervision of the 
states of Georgia, Alabama and Florida. 
The revenue business in each of these 
states amounts to quite a considerable item 
but, in addition to the common routine, the 
new agent will have to deal with the 
whitecap element in north Georgia. 

Colonel Chapman, however, has left very 
litthe for the new agent to do in this line. 
He has made a vigorous crusade against 
the organization and has brought its prin- 
cipal members to grief. Nearly all the 
kuklux conspirators have been safely 
landed in the Ohio penitentiary and the 
spirit of resistance among the north Geor- 
gia mountaineers has been completely sub- 
dued. It is safe to predict that no further 
depredations will be committed by the 
gang. Colonel Chapman is entitled to 
much of the credit that is due on ac- 
count of this happy state of things. He 
has made a thorough investigation of the 
north Georgia and 
no rumor has come to him of crimes  com- 
mitted by the whitecap band that has not 
been traced to its or'ginal source. The 
district loses a valuable officer in Colonel 
Chapman, but the government is too ap- 
preciative to sacrifice a good man, and for 
that reason he has simply been transferred 
to another district. 

Everything in Order. 

Colonel Chapman has arranged the busi- 
ness of the office in such a way that the 
hew revenue agent will have little difficulty 
in getting down to work.

“I shall not take my family with Me on 
this trip,”’ said Colonel Chapman. ‘“{ wili 
look over the field and find a suitable 
place for a home and after this I will re- 
turn for my wife and children. it has been 
exiremeiy gratifying to me to receive so 
many cord.al good wishes. from my friends 
in Atlanta who have been kind enough to 
express the.r regret at my going. I had 
uo idea that I had so many of them.”

Colonel Leonidas F. Livingston, congress- 
man grom the fifth Georgia district, was 
here the other day, on his way down to his 
plantation home beyond Covington, having 
just returned from Venezuela. The colonel 
was looking well and was’ in the best of 
humors, despite the tilt with seasickness 
he had all the way going and coming. 

“It was an interesting study to me,” said 
Colonel Livingston, ‘‘to contrast the form 
of government they have in. Venezuela 
with our own. They have in that republic 
nine States, each of which has a president, 
or governor. Then they have a president 
of the nation and a cabinet; but these gov- 
ernors constitute what is known as an ex- 
ecutive council, and they have to pass 
upon every measure, It is strange that they 
allow the president and cabinet legislative 
as well as executive power. There are a 
great many safeguards put about him, but 
the president, after all, has a great deal 
of power, and whatever he says for the 
most part goes. President Crespo is what 
we would term a native, self-made man—a 
man who is very strong with the masses of 
the people, but not so much’so with the 
richer ad more aristocratic, haughty 
classes. There is a great effort being made 
to put him out of office, and it is said that 
ex-President Blanco, who is now an exile 
in Paris, having been deposed from power 
and Crespo put in his place, is supposed 
to be behind the movement. It it thought, 
too, that England .is doing all she can to 
depose Crespo, that country being so anx- 
ious for the trade of the country and for 
its commercial usurpation. ) 

“Venezuela is unquestionably the streng- 
est and richest of the group of states to 
the south of us. But the encroachments wf 
England have been regular and rapid. 
While that country is not charged with 
open methods, it seems to be pretty sener- 
ally believed that she is seeking 
to grasp absolutely the trade of the re- 
public, 

“This people, -with all the unlimited 
resowgrces with which they have been 
blessed by nature, have not a stable gov- 
ernment. They need immigration from 
such countries as the United States, Ger- 
many and other. thrifty nationalities. 
They want more railroads; they want their 
mines opened; they want their fertile val- 
leys cultivated under the scientific touch of 
modern farming; they need new life: They 
have every climate under the sun, by rea- 
son of the varied altitude of their country.

for a time owing to its"Tequirements to pay 
for new construction. The weakness of 
Chicago Gas was in marked contrast to the 
strength of the general market, which im- 


proved slowly but steadily from the opening | 


to the close of business. The Grangers were 
the special favorites and advanced % to 
1% per cent, leaving off at about the top. 
It tramspires that a heavy short interest was 
recently made in this group for the account 
of speculators who made the attack upon 
the industrials last week, and who have 
since experienced considerable difficulty in 
covering their contracts. The bullish tem- 
per of speculation was brought out strongly 
by the fact that the weakness of Chicago 
Gas had no influence on the other Indust- 
rials, which were equally as strong as the 
railways.

From The Wall Street Journal. 

Mr. J. P. Morgan stated yesterday to a 
caller who inquired whether there was any 
danger of gold exports that the syndicate 
wis supplying exchange where it was need- 
ye lle ong ae to do 60. We un- 

ers a e syndicate recognizes the 
fact that certain banking firms have 


legitimate in respect 
counter trade, and it is probable that in 
the future efforts will be made to minim- 
ize this evance. It is impossible to find 
among the representative and responsible 
exchan houses in this city a single one 
who jeves that exports of gold will be 
necessary. All are unanimous on the point 
that the syndicate is quite equal to the 
sitt ation. 

lt would not be surprising, indeed, if 
exchange were to advance even further 
than it has done so far. The disinclina- 
tion to ship gold is so widespread and s0 
marked that there would really be very 
little risk of any exports even were ex- 
change 1 cent per pound higher than it is 
at present. Some barkers think that it 
may be the policy of the syndicate gradual- 
ly to advance rates as the market will 
stand it. Obviously it matters nothing to 
an exchange bank doing a large counter 
business what rate exchange sells at, be- 
cause the exchange bank is hardly likely to 
be doing anything at the present time be- 
yond turning over exchange at a small 
profit, The syndicate could easily put up 
rates by taking care that other exchange 
bankers got their exchange on terms which 
would permit them to keep their own coun- 
ter trade. 

The plain fact is that nobody need ship 
gold and that the situation does not call for 
any gold to be shipped.

Chicago, July 5.—During most of the ses- 
sion the wheat market dragged along with 
little or no interest. There were certainly 
enough bad reports from various sections 
to cause a /jullish turn, but in the absence 
of the one thing needed (good buying) the 
reports counted for naught, so far as af- 
fecting prices were concerned. We can only 


Say regarding the market at present that ; 


it is in a stupefied state. News and condi- 
tions are bullish and warrant an advance, 
but holders have generally become dis- 
couraged at the seemingly utter impossi- 
bility for prices to rise, have sold out and 
are now waiting for signs of an advance 
before replacing their wheat. The favora- 
ble outlook up in the northwest seems to 
be the feature on which bears are basing 
their belief in lower prices, however, al- 
lowing for a large crop. Our advices warrant 
us in thinking conditions are too uncertain 
to prediat a heavy yield at this time, for 
during the past few years records show 
that spring wleat has received considera- 
ble injury after this date. Receipts at the 
winter wheat centers are light compared 
with a year ago. It may be of interest to 
know that last year at this time we were 
still drawing on our supplies from the 
farmers. This year the withdrawals from 
that source ceased about the latter part of 
May, since which date the elevators have 
diminished the bulk of supplies. Now, how- 
ever, in view of the fact that the quality 
of the new crop is running s0 poor, re- 
ceivers saying in most instances not better 
than No. 3, also that there is practically 
no No. 2 spring here, we are inclined to the 
belief that elevators are getting hold of all 
of the No. 2 they possibly can and will de- 
liver none out. Should this prove to be 
the condition of affairs, it can be readily 
perceived what effect it will have on the 
cash market later on, with competition be- 
tween foreign and local millers for our 
wheat, which is among possibilities in the 
future. We would certainly see a very 
lively time. 

There has been a good cash inquiry for 
sample and cer Jots of coarse grain; with 
the market firm and % to ic higher, The 
contract market, however, has been in 
sympathy with wheat.

Exposition Directors? Raised $75,000 in 
Less than Fifteen Minutes. 


QUICK RESPONSE 70 MR. INNAN'S CALL 


Directors Show Their Confidence by 
Putting Up the Money. 


THE BONDS ARE AS GOOD AS GOLD 


A Live Meeting of the Exposition Direc- 
tors Yesterday —Coignel VUandler 
Talks for the Visiting Militia. 


No stronger evidence of the abiding faith 
of the exposition directors in the final suc- 
cess Of that enterprise could be asked 
than was offered yesterday afternoon when, 
in response to the call of Chairman Inman 
of the finance committee,’ they raised $75,000 
in less than fifteen minutes. 

The spontaneity and enthusiasm with 
which the directors came forward with 
open purses to help out the exposition 
furnishes the very best proof of their belief 
in its solidity and strength. 

The exposition has been run with the 
very best financial judgment. The very 
best economy has been used in every de- 
partment. Even small expenditures have 
been made with care and judgment. No 
money has been wasted; not a cent has 
been thrown away. Still the management 
has not beén *thiggardly in matters whefe 
enterprise and the success of the expos!- 
tion were involved. The administration of 
the finances has been in line with the 
liberal ideas along which the exposition has 


been cast. An instance of this liberality is | 


furnished in the enormous amounts paid 


for music during the exposition, four of the 
finest musical organizations in the United 
States having been engaged at what would 
geem ordinarily an extravagant outlay. ihe 
management felt, however, that music, and 
good music, was a necessary feature. It was 
satisfied only with the best. The best, there- 
fore, was obtained. But under the wise 
direction of Qhairman Inman the finances 
of the exposition have been dispensed with 
ea careful hand. 

The adjourned meeting of the directors 
yesterday afternoon was not largely at- 
but Mr, Inman took occasion tuo 
call attention to the fact that the ex- 
penses of the exposition before the opening 
of the gates would require a much larger 
outlay of cash than is now in sight and 
that the finance committee wished to e:n- 
ploy the credit of the directors, giving ex- 
position, bonds as collateral, until the earn- 
ing period of the exposition was reached. 
He made a clear and explicit statement of 
the case, outlining the plan that had been 
adopted, and said that the members of the 
finance committee had, most of them, giv- 
en evidence of their faith in the security 
of the loan by making advances themselves 
on precisely the same terms as he proposed 
to the directors. 

He then asked the directors to nant the 
sums which they could advance to the ex- 
position company, taking bonds as secu- 
rity. 

The response to this call will always be 
regarded as one of the brightest chapters 
of the exposition when its history comes 
to be written. It was enthusiastic, patriotic, 
immediate. As fast as Secretary Lewis 
could record the names and amounts, the 
directors called out the sums they were 
willing to advance. 

Chairman English and Mr. Inman stated 
that they felt sure that the investment was 
as safe a one as the directors could make, 
and the directors evidently felt the same 
way if their ready response furnishes any 
indication of their opinion in fhe matter. 

In less than fifteen minutes the full 
amount of $75,000 was raised. 

Mr. Inman made a pleasant little talk, 
thanking the directors for their responses. 
He said the committee would feel grateful 
to the Soard for its expression of confi- 
dence, It was encouraging and for himself 
he felt absolutely confident that the invest- 
ment was a perfectly safe one. The result 
of the first call for funds was exceedingly 
gratifying to those members of the board 
and of the’ management who were present. 
The management feel that the amount 
raised will defray nearly all the expenses 
that the <ompany will incur previous to 
the opening of the gates and after that time 
they feel that the success of the exposition 
will such as to meet re nga and

An Important Meeting of the Chamber 


of Commerce. 


ANNUAL REPORTS OF THE OFFICERS 


President Woodson Says That the Orzani- 
zation Will Take e@ More Aggressive 
Policy the Coming Year. 


For the first time since the election of 
officers the Chamber of Commerce held a 
meeting yesterday morning, and wheh 
President Stewart Woodson took his old 
seat there was a round of applause from 
. the erowd that had gathered to hear the 
unnual reports of officers and transact 
other important business for the momen- 
tous months to follow. r 

It was a meeting of significdnce because 
of the new plans determined upon by the 
officers and members for the next year. 
While the organization will lose none of 
its conservative spirit and will cling to 
the solid methods which have built it up to 
one of the strongest bodies in the south, 
it was unanimously decided that hcreaf- 
ter more aggressive and active tactics 
would be -adopted., 

All the interests of the city will be looked 
after and protected with the same vigi- 
lance shown in the past, but all of the offi- 
cers expressed themselves ~ emphatically 
as to their purpose to see that nothing ob- 
structed commercial interests; 

The first busmess looked after was the 
installation of .officers, For another term 
President Woodson was put in and his re- 
turn to office was marked by apprectative 
applause from those who had assembled. 
ae. RR. 3D. Spalding was installed as vice 
president, Mr. E. P. Chamberlin, second 
vice president; Governor R. B. Bullock, 
third vice president, and Messrs. R. J. 
Lowry, J. G, Oglesby, H. G.’ Saunders, 
S. M. Inman, J. W. English and G. W. 
Sciple as directors. 

The Reports Read. 

All of the reports of the retiring officers 
were read. These showed the body to be in 
splendid condition. The report of the pres- 
yient told of the increased interest in the 
organization and called attention to the 
fact that the members, all of them, weré 
actively co-operating in the work. 

On Solid Ground. 

The phenomenal financial success of the 
Chamber of Commerce was shown by the 
report of the treasurer.

| Massachusetts Will Be Well Represented 
: at the Exposition. 


IT WILL BE A GREDITABLE DISPLAY 


Mr. Kittredger in the City To Secure Epace 
for the Textile Manufactures of 
Massachusetts. 


The proud old commuenwealth of Massa- 
chusetts will be the next door neighbor to 
Alabama at the exposition. Both will rest 
in the shadow of the government building. 

,Mr. Henry G. Kittredge, of Boston, secre- 
tary of the Massachusetts commission, and 
the learned editor of The Textile Record, 
visited the exposition grounds yesterday in 
company with Mr. Grant Wilkins, chief of 
construction. They looked over all the 
» available space suitable for sites and finally 
located the Massachusetts building on the 
site adjoining that of the Alabam building. 
This is just northeast of the government 
building and the Massachusetts building 
will be one of a group of state buildings. 
Mr. Kittredge expressed himself as pleased 
with the location and greatly gratified at 
the outlook for the exposition. He will 
spend today at the grounds and will leaye 
tomorrow for Boston, 

The $25,000 that her legislature has just 
appropriated wil bring a most creditable 
display of her resources, Massachusetts 
is probably the greatest center of textile 
manufacture in the union and the exhibit at 
the exposition will be one of unusual inter- 
est to the cotton men. Her manufacturers 
are already busily making arrangements 
and securing space. The state, too, will, in 
all probability, have a separate building in 
which her excellent system of public schools, 
her well-equipped sanitary department, and 
the manner in which she controls her crim- 
inals will be demonstrated. 

Mr. Kittredge is a delightful gentleman 
and has the interest of his state at heart. 
He is very enthusiastic and states that 
Massachusetts will play quite.a prominent 
part in making the exposition a success. 

His special errand to Atlanta wag to se- 
cure space for the exhibits and obtain all 
necessary information to enable him to 
place the matter intelligently to the manu- 
facturers of fiis state. 

As editor of The Bidston Textile Record he 
has accomplished a great deal for the south, 
and of recent years has done much toward 
developing her vast water powers. A short 
time ago he had a diagram of the water 
power of South Carolina made, Every 
stream that would turn 10,000 spindles was 
listed and located, and when his paper print- 
ed this map and published the information 
he had obtained in this direction, the eye of 
the entire manufacturing world was attract- 
ed. Mr. Kittredge is now co-operating with 
Mr. Yeates in perfecting a map of the Geor- 
gia streams which will be used in a special 
issue of his paper. This publication will do 
Georgia great govud and will largely assist 
in developing her resources, The chart will 
be completed shortly and will show the 
power of all the stréams of the state. 

“I am in a position to say,’’ said Mr. Kit- 
tredge last night, ‘‘that my state will make 
a creditable display at your exposition, Our 
legislature made an appropriation of $25,000 
‘last month and this amount wisely used 
will get quite a nice exhibit together. The 
time is short, I realize, but I am sure that 
all arrangements will be made and the 
display placed in position by the 18th of 
September. 

“Our manufacturers of textfle making 
machinery are interested and they will 
have their laf®st improved machines on 
hand. 
has not been settled, and that is whether 
or not we can secure the space we desire. 
I am a little afraid we will be somewhat 
crowded, as I have been informed that most 
all of the space has been assigned. If we 
can but obtain the space necessary the ex- 
hibit will be a success. 

“Our board will actively push the exposi- 
tion in the state and have already placed 
advertisements in all the leading papers of 
Massachusetts. There are two lady mem- 
bers on the beard. and to them has been 
given $1,000 which will be applied toward se- 
curing a display of colonial relics. ‘These 
ladies are enthusiastic and I am confident 
will secure an elegant assortment, 

“We made a splendid exhibit at the 
world’s fair of our public school system, 
and I hope to be able to have this same ex- 
hibit here this fall. It consists of maps 
and charts and other practical demonstra- 
tions of the system, and as they are already 
packed up, they could be shipped at once. 

“T am anxious also to have a display of 
We have a

impressions of the big show and will place 
the exposition before our manufacturers. I 
hope to bring bacx with me a wonderful 
display of what‘we have accomplished in 
past years.”’
